The discolouration on the germ end 
of wheat grains, commonly called 
“black point” or “black tip,” is un- 
usually common in this year’s crop. 
The term “kernel smudge” has been 
adopted by plant pathologists for this 
disease to avoid confusion with a less 
conspicuous and less common disease 
which they call black point. Kernel 
smudge is a fungous disease, and may 
be caused by at least two different - e 
fungi. One of them (Helminthospor- 
tum sativum) is a dangerous para- 
site, being a very common cause of 
seedling blight and root-rot of 
wheat.

smudge are probably present in all 
wheat fields in western Canada, and 
the air contains an abundance of 
Spores, especially in late summer 
and in the fall. Outbreaks of the 
disease such as that which occurred 
this year must, therefore, be due 
largely to favourable weather condi- 
tions. It appears that the new rust 
resistant varieties are more suscept- 
ible than were the old standard 
varieties such as Marquis. 

There is, at present, no way of 
controlling or preventing kernel 
smudge. Diseased seed may produce 
a crop free from kernel smudge, and 
the crop produced from disease-free 
seed may contain many discoloured 
kernels. Since, however, one of the 
fungi involved may cause seedling 
blight, if “smudged” is used 
for seed it should be treated with an 
organic mercury dust. 

Dr. F. J. Greaney, Associate Plant 
Pathologist at the Dominion Rust 
Research Laboratory, has consented 
to prepare a more complete discus- 
sion of this problem for publication 
in the next issue of the now well
